HISTORICAL NOTES ON BOOKBIND- 
ING,* 


AN earlier binder who produced many inlaid 
bindings was Jacques Antoine Derome (or De 
Rome), who received his freedom in 1718, and 


died in 1760, Of the numerous artists which 
the two binders of the family of Derome pro- 
duced during the eighteenth century, by far the 
most celebrated was Nicolas Denis, known as 
Derome le jeune, the third son of Jacques An- 


toine Derome. Born in 1731, he received his 
freedom in 1761, and died about 1788. He is 
the only binder of his time who achieved the 
invention of an individual style 


which he did in his dentelles a 


Poiseau. This was produced by 
the fer a Toiseau, a gracefully 
cut tool wherein a tiny bird 
with outstretched wings gives 
life and vivacity to the decora- 


tion of the book. ‘In De- 
rome’s hands,” says Prof. 
Brander Matthews, ‘‘ this dec- 
oration consisted generally of 
a dentelle, a lacework border 
obviously modelled on the 
marvellously easy and varied wrought-iron of 
the French smiths of the middle of the eigh- 
teenthcentury. Nothing could be at once lighter

and firmer, and of its kind more charming, than 
the best of the open-work borders of Derome, 
| solidly tooled on broad morocco. And the mo- 
a borrowed from the artist-artisans who 
were forging the gates and making the locks of 
the French connoisseurs of that century, are 
capable of infinite variation. Probably there 
are no two bindings of Derome’s exactly alike.” 
Derome’s dentelles certainly rival those of Pade- 
loup, and are always in good taste if a trifle 
monotonous ; but he was an inferior workman 
to Padeloup. He was, to use Dibdin’s words, 
‘‘a great cropper,” cutting to the quick and 
ruining many beautiful books that came under 
his hand. Margins and edges were cropped 
away with merciless persistence, and no ‘‘ tall 
copies” ever left his shop. Dibdin, who cries 
out against Derome again and again, declares 
that, ‘‘a folio of ‘ Priscianus,’ printed by John of 
Spires in 1470, had lost a head and shoulders, 
and that a good half of the miniatures are cut 
into at the top. This is a crime for which the 
guillotine itself isthe only fit punishment.” He 
also freely used the saw to imbed his cords, 
that he might indulge the consequent vice of 
a hollow book. Yet these were errors, it must 
be remembered, common to the age in which 
he lived. Derome’s business was continued by 


his nephew, Alexis Pierre Bradel. 


To these celebrated names must be added 
those of Tessier, the successor of Jean Charles 
Henri le Monnier, and Frangois La Ferté, who 


covered the small volumes of the Duc de la 


Valliére, as Chamot, the royal binder, covered 
the largerones. Pierre Auguerrand, who suc- 
ceeded Du Seuil as binder in ordinary to the 
King, was succeeded by Biziaux, employed by 


Madame de Pompadour and Beaumarchais. 
Bradel, who invented temporary bindings with- 
out forwarding, flourished between 1772 and 
1809. Thencame a time of the greatest degra- 
dation during the period of the Republic; it 


remained till about the year 1830, when a re- 
vival commenced which still continues. 

In England the Gasconesque imitations and 
the contemporaneous plain morocco bindings 
done by Hugh Hutchinson gave way to imita- 


tions of Boyer; but Elliot and Chapman, who 
bound for Harley, Earl of Oxford, can lay claim 
to a certain heavy elegance and originality. 
From the last quarter of the seventeenth cen- 
tury a specially English style was coming into 
existence, and some elaborately ornamental 
specimens richly inlaid with variegated leather 
were produced, though most of the ordinary 
binding was, as a rule, clumsy. It is to that 
school of elaborate English work that Roger 
Payne’s art belongs, but purified by skill and 
natural taste. This extraordinary man was a 
native of Windsor Forest, and is thought to 
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have been first employed by Pote, the book- 
seller of Eton. Going to London, he was appren- 
ticed to Thomas Osborne, a bookseller in Hol- 
born, and was afterwards set up in business 
near Leicester Square, some time between the 
years 1766 and 1770, by Thomas Payne, the 
principal bookseller of his time, who, though 
bearing no relation to him, showed him an un- 
remitting benevolence during the remainder of 
his life. His appearance was habitually ragged 
and unkempt, and his workroom deplorable 
and squalid. He died in Duke’s Court, St. 
Martin’s Lane, on November 20, 1797, and was 
buried in St. Martin’s in the Fields. The 
peculiarities of Roger Payne’s forwarding are 
these: he usually sewed his books with silk, 
and coated the backs with Russia leather before 
covering them, so that his smaller volumes did 
not always open with ease. For his end papers 
he used what he called ‘‘ purple paper,” and 
morocco joints are frequently to be found in his 
bindings. In covering his books he commonly 
used either Russia leather, then lately intro- 
duced into England, or straight-grained olive 
morocco, which he called Venetian. Such was 
the state of his penury, that he was often 
obliged to make his own tools, and those of 
iron. These are original in form and easily 
identified. They are free and flowing in stem 
and fiower, never stiff and formal like the Har- 
leian. His designs show little variety and are 
limited in scope, but are rendered rich in effect 
by studding the field with gold dots. His effects 
were always original, and it was this'rather than 
excellence in composition of his designs that 
has begot him favorable mention wherever 
bookbinding is named. The backs of his books 
are, in general, very richly tooled, while his 
boards are more plainly finished.

For the past few years the business of the 
bankrupt United States Book Company, and 
the several associated interests developed un- 
der Mr. Lovell’s plans of doing business, have 
been carried on by the receiver as an active pub- 
lishing business, publishing new books as well 
as continuing to issue the old. The commit- 
tee, headed by Mr. John I. Waterbury, now 
sends out under date of July 2 a proposed plan 
of reorganization, under which the bondhold- 
ers propose to form a new company to con- 
tinue the business by inducing other creditors 
to receive the amount of their claims in 4 per 
cent. debenture bonds and in common stock 
of the new company. This seems to us to be 
practically another form of a plan already too 
well known to the trade, of making those who 
have lost money already by a bankrupt con- 
cern partners in future risks. The committee 
observe that the enforcement of the bond- 


holders’ rights would have the effect of depriv- 
ing the receiver of the means to carry on the 
business and would necessitate the immediate 
winding up of the concern. It is a fair matter 
of question whether this would mot be the 
cheapest method in the long run for everybody 
concerned.

NEWSDEALERS IN BERLIN AND PARIS. 


In Berlin, a city of nearly two million inhabi- 
tants, according to the Paris correspondent of 
the Philadelphia 7e/egraph, there are five per- 
manent stands where it is possible to buy polit- 
ical newspapers. There are besides in the 
evening, some twelve or fifteen men and wom- 
en who come out and are permitted by special 
consent of the police to stand in front of the 
beer halls in the most crowded part of Fried- 
richstrasse, near the Linden. These merchants 
must stand still and commit no misdemeanor, 
such as calling out their wares or the like. If 
any one’ wants a paper, which is unusual, he 
must seek the vender—the vender cannot seek 
him. There is a wider liberty allowed to the 
dealers in the little ‘‘ extras,” especially if they 
contain reprints of speeches from the throne. 
Correct reprints of the proceedings of the 
Reichstag are garanteed a certain freedom of 
circulation by the Imperial Constitution. The 
editor must not make any alterations, however, 
or insert opinions of his own. In the latter 
case the Government makes no guarantee. 

This isall utterly differentin France. France 
since she got rid of Napoleon and the Commune 
has had an almost wholly free development 
of the newspaper press. Since the law of 1881 
was passed, the enactment which still regulated 
the press in France, the newspapers have ac- 
quired nearly as much liberty as they have in 
England and America. It is the Government's 
special effort to encourage the newspaper busi- 
ness, to reduce the cost of press telegrams on 
the Government wires, to free it from confisca- 
tion or pursuit for self-defined insults against 
the public authority, and to facilitate news- 
paper distribution. 

Everywhere in Paris are stands for the sale 
of newspapers, and if there are five there are 
five thousand. The boulevards are lined with 
the newspaper kiosks, each with a stock of 
papers and magazines from Paris, the prov- 
inces, and foreign countries. In each kiosk is 
a woman who is on duty from early morning 
until late at night. These little stands are 
under the direction of the municipality, whose 
aim it is to encourage newspaper circulation. 
The so-called ambulant venders also have the 
freedom of the streets and may go where they 
will unhindered by the police. There is a 
recent law in France that a paper shall only be 
announced by its title. It is, therefore, imper- 
missible to shout out ‘‘All about the great 
murder!” or ‘‘ Latest news of the big fire in 
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London ! 
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THE POEM, ‘‘MY SOUL,” NOT BY POE. 


THE poem entitled ‘‘My Soul,” alleged to 


have been written by Edgar Allan Poe, which 
appeared in the New York Sun as discovered 
in a volume of Rollins’ ‘‘ Historie Ancienne,” 
at the University of Virginia, and copied in 
many other papers as a new poem by the well- 
known author, turns out to be nothing more 
than a clever fake on the part of students, as 
the following letter addressed to Arthur Carsot, 
of New York, clearly shows: 


LiprarRy UNIVERSITY OF VIRGINIA, 
June 25, 1895. 
Arthur Carsot, Esq. 

Dear Sir:—The pamphlet containing the ms. of Poe’s 
supposed poem is a quarto, price $2.25, published by the 
students, with which the University has no concern.

OBITUARY NOTES. 


Pror. THOMAS HENRY HuXLeEy died at East- 
bourne, England, June 29, froma complication 
of diseases. For thirty years he was the 
most zealous and aggressive champion of the 
doctrine of evolution, putting more of an un- 
usually strong personality into his writings 
than his great contemporaries Darwin, Tyndall 
and Spencer. A born writer and a born fighter, 
as well as a deeply learned scientist, he 
did more than perhaps any other man to pop- 
ularize the discoveries, conclustens and sur- 
mises of science throughout the English-speak- 
ing world. Itis significant of hissympathy with 
all progress and his great interest in all the 
problems affecting his fellow-men, that at the 
time of his death he was meditating a reply to 
Balfour’s ‘‘ Foundations of Belief,” Kidd’s 
‘* Social Evolution,” and Drummond’s ‘‘Ascent 
of Man,” which have been so widely read and 
mark a sharp reaction against the evolutionary 
philosophy identified with the name of Huxley. 
Prof. Huxley was born at Ealing, Middlesex, 
England, in the year 1825. He was edu- 
cated at Ealing school, where his father was 
under-master. His inclination was to study 
mechanical engineering, but yielding to the 
wishes of his parents, he studied medicine 
at the medical school of the Charing Cross 
Hospital, London. His interest always centred 
in physiology, which he called ‘‘ the mechan- 
ical engineering of living machines.” Upon 
completing his studies, he was appointed assist- 
ant surgeon on the warship Aattlesnake, and 
was on duty four years during the survey- 
ing cruise in the South Pacific. In 1854 he 
became the successor of Edward Forbes at the 
School of Mines. {In 1874 he was installed 
as rector of the University of Aberdeen. In 
1876 Prof. Huxley visited the United States 
and lectured extensively. All-through his life 
Prof. Huxley contributed largely to the scien- 
tific literature of the day. He was the author 
of many papers published in the transactions 
and journals of the Royal, the Linnzan, the 
Geological and the Zoological Societies, and in 
the ‘‘ Memoirs of the Geological Survey of Great 
Britain.” From 1859 until 1887, Prof. Huxley 
published constantly and wrote much in col- 
laboration with well-known scholars and scien- 
tists (David G. Ritchie, Grant Allen, and H. N. 
Martin). Beginning in 1890, a complete edition 
of the works of Huxley, revised by himself, 
has been issued in this country by D. Appleton 
& Co., the concluding volume of which ap- 








peared last year. In this edition the titles of 
the separate volumes are ‘‘ Methods and Re- 


sults,” ‘‘ Darwiniana.” ‘‘Science and Educa- 
tion,” ‘‘ Science and Hebrew Tradition,” ‘‘ Sci- 
ence aud Christian Tradition,” ‘‘Hume,” 
‘*Man’s Place in Nature,” ‘‘ Discourses Bi- 


ological and Geological,” 
Ethics and Other Essays.” 


JosrerH P. SKELLY, the song writer and com- 
poser, died a few days ago in the charity ward 
of St. Francis Hospital on East Fifth Street, 
New York City. He was born in New York in 
1853, and began writing songs when he was 
fifteen years old. Before he had reached his 
twenty-first year his songs were sung in almost 
every quarter of the land. His most popular 
songs were: ‘‘Only Been Down to the Club,” 
‘*My Pretty Red Rose,” which made the early 
fame of Dave Wambold, the minstrel, and of 
which upwards of half a million copies were 
sold; ‘‘ The Old Rustic Bridge,” ‘‘ Sweet 
Dreams of Mother and Home,” and ‘‘ The 
Dying Girl’s Message.” 

Pror. DANIEL CApy EATON died in New 
Haven, Conn., June 30. He was born in Fort 
Gratiot, Mich., in 1834; studied botany at Har- 
vard, and became professor of botany in Yale 
in 1864. He was the author of a number of 
works on botany, prominent among which are: 
‘‘Ferns of the Southwest,” which forms the 
sixth volume of the U. S. Geological Survey 
(1878); and ‘‘The Ferns of North America” 
(1879-80). 

Mrs. MARY LANMAN UNDERWOOD, the wife 
of Herbert Underwood, managing editor of 
the Boston Advertiser, has just died suddenly 
at her home in Winchester, Mass. She will be 
remembered by her admirable stories in Scrid- 
ner’s and other magazines.
